As for “red-ripe,” it were better left out of the 


contract. 


As things look now, our, state legislators will have 
their fill of pure food this winter. 


Where’s the inducement to pack full’standards when 
below standard quality brings within two and a half 
cents a dozen of the better goods? 


It’s hard lines indeed for the packer of good goods 
to have to meet competition of seconds, off-standards, 
near-standards, and this, that and the other thing. 


We wonder whether Prof. Ladd and other backers 
of the proposed food law for the various states would 
be willing to permit the use of benzoate and alum in 
the event of their being found by the referee board of 
chemists to be harmless as used in catsups, pickles, etc. 


Hawaiian pineapple growers are making effective 
use of printers’ ink to increase the consumption in the 
United States of pines grown in the Hawaiian Islands. 
There is no doubt that canners of fruits and vegetables 
can make successful use of the same means for pro- 
moting the popularity of their products. Difficulties 
will be encountered, obstacles to various portions of 
the program will necessarily be found to stand in the 
way, and perplexing problems will have to be solved; 
but the fact that the road doesn’t lie open and smooth 
before the packers shouldn't deter them from under- 
taking to make use of advertising in some form or 
other to bring to the attention of the American public 
the cleanliness, the wholesomeness, and the cheapness 
of fruits and vegetables in cans. Nothing from which 
the canning industry has suffered in the past has had 
as harmful effect as slack demand, but advertising of 
the right kind, if persisted in, would stimulate con- 
sumption to such a degree that present production 
would be inadequate to meet annual requirements. 
Broader demand is needed more than anything else. 


Several strong arguments against canned goods 
dating laws are furnished by an Eastern dealer. “Dat- 
in means grading,” he says, “and yesterday’s product 
is made to look less healthful than it really is. Dat- 
ing means a monthly readjustment of all stocks, and a 
revision of prices, inasmuch as the purchasers will not 
pay the same price for different grades of goods. 
Dating means a discrimination against any product 
seeking a distant market, because the time consumed 
in transportation will render such product out of date 
on arrival and would restrict the sale with locally 
packed goods. Dating would help the competition 
of foreign manufacturers and packers, because do- 
mestic dated goods would not compete with foreign 
undated goods. Dating means the curtailment of the 
business of packing at times when the raw product 
is most abundant or can be purchased at the best 
prices, and last, but not least, dating would necessarily 
increase the prices of articles to consumers without 
accruing possible benefit.” There is no call what- 
soever for canned goods dating, provided the tin 
plates used for making the cans are of the right 
quality.

HE pure food bill which the food commission- 

ers of several states have drafted with the pur- 

pose of attempting to secure its enactment by 

such state legislatures as convene this winter is 
of an importance to the canning and preserving in- 
dustries not to be underestimated. 

The principal provisions contained in this measure 
were printed in the last issue of THE CANNER, and 
readers, therefore, have had ample time in which to 
study them-and judge of their merits or demerits. 


IS noticeable that the knockers against canned 
are less numerous and active than they 

used to be. Instances of the publication of de- 

famatory utterances are happily becoming fewer 
and farther apart. They were grossly unjust, exag- 
gerated beyond all reason, or lies out of the whole 
cloth. But they hurt the good name of canned goods, 
because many of the people who read the false as- 
sertions concerning the quality of the raw material 
used and charges that packers were guilty of prac- 
tices of which they were absolutely innocent, knew no 
better. 

Two or three years ago it was not uncommon for 
canned goods to be made the object of defamatory 
newspaper and magazine articles. The reason was 
that the public was greatly interested in pure food 
legislation, and the newspapers and magazines desired 
above all else to make their publication interesting— 
it didn’t much matter to them whether a great in-

dustry was made to suffer unjustly or not. Particular 
brands were not attacked. The writers of the sensa- 
tional stuff knew that it was safer to generalize, so 
they took especial care to do so, to avoid getting them- 
selves into trouble, knowing that if they attacked a 
particular brand or manufacturer they might have to 
“make good” on their statements, which of course 
was impossible. 

That sort of thing, however, has almost stopped— 
just about petered out, apparently. The amount of 
damage done is impossible to calculate, but the confi- 
dence which many persons had in the integrity of 
canned goods was shaken, or worse, and the conse- 
quence was loss of customers. 

But whatever ground was lost is being rapidly re- 


covered; the canning industry has progressed, not- 
withstanding the obstacles, and will continue to go 
ahead. 


If Canned Goods Consumption Were Doubled. 


F the annual consumption of canned tomatoes 

were twice what it is at present the quantity used 

per capita would still be only a small fraction 

more than five cans, equal, if the country’s popu- 
lation be figured at 85,000,000, to 432,000,000 cans or 
18,000,000 cases. This estimate is arrived at by figur- 
ing the consumption during 1906 to 1908, inclusive, 
as averaging 9,000,000 cases. 

Take peas: Figuring the average production of 
1905 to 1907, inclusive, as 4,887,000 cases, or 117,288,- 
000 cans, less than one and a half cans per person for 
each of the 85,000,000 people in the country, consump- 
tion, if doubled, would then be less than three cans 
per person, or 235,576,000 cans, for the total popula- 
tion, which would mean absorption for an annual out- 
put as large at 9,774,000 cases. Such a demand would 
not only push all the pea canneries in the country to 


their full capacity, even after being enlarged, but 
would afford a market for the packs of more new 


plants than suitable locations could be found for. 
Doubling the consumption of peas would make it 
about equal to the present absorption of canned to- 
matoes. 

If the per capita consumption of corn were double 
the quantity now eaten in the United States in a year— 
about two and three-fourths cans, based on produc- 
tion and consumption in the three years 1905 to 1907, 
inclusive—there would be a call for 468,000,000 cans, 
or 19,500,000 cases, equal then to only five and a half 
cans per person, or less than a half a can a month for 
each consumer. 

The most striking thing shown by these estimates 
is that even if consumption of these staple food 
products were doubled—made twice what it is today— 
the quantity consumed per year or month by each per- 
son would still be small as compared with the total 
weight or quantity of food consumed. Still, doubled 
consumption would make ours a tremendous industry.

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Local canned goods business has been quiet in the interim, 
but while there has been no buying of any one article in 
particular, there has nevertheless been a fair daily run of 
small orders, which were of a character showing the excep- 
tional smallness of jobbers’ stocks. Wholesalers will go into 
1909 with less money invested in canned goods than for years 
past. Few sales will be made during the coming week; very 
little business is expected to be transacted between Christ- 
mas and New Year’s, though there may and doubtless will 
be some orders placed for goods for delivery after the Janu- 
ary 1 inventories have been taken. More or less of this de- 
ferred shipment business has been done during the last week 
or two, the purchasers of the goods not wishing them to ap- 
pear in the annual inventory. Renewed demand after Janu- 
ary 1 is confidently expected; several local jobbers have 
said that they will be compelled to replenish. 

Tomatoes—There has been during the last few days more 
or less filling-in of stock, but no buying outside of pick-up 
business. Jobbers, so near the end of the year, have not 
been purchasing any more goods than they had to have. 
No. 3 western tomatoes are quoted at 75 to 80e f. 0. b. fac- 
tory for full standards. Prices helow 75e f. o. b. factory 
were not for full standard goods. Packers are reconciled to 
their fate so far at least as the next fortnight is concerned; 
after that a better movement is looked for, and there are 
packers, in fact no searcity of them, who believe than an 
advance will come—those who are pursuing the policy of 
carrying their goods until better market conditions material- 
ize. No talk whatsoever is heard in regard to futures ex- 
cepting an occasional inquiry from somebody as to whether 
or not anyone has named a price. 

Corn—The market this week has been a draggy one, very 
little business doing. Iowa corn is heard offered at 62%e 
f. o. b. factory, and some from Ohio at the same figure; Illi- 
nois is 65 to 70e f. o. b. factory, according to the quality. 
Jobbers, not only in Chicago but in the country also, are 
very lightly stocked on corn and sooner or later are going to 
have to buy goods, and their aggregate requirements are 
going to call for an immense quantity, enough to make a 
big reduction in the stocks in first hands, and also, ulti- 
mately, to put values on to a higher level. New York ad- 
vices indicate a quiet market, with no State packings 
quoted below 65c per doz. 

Peas—Present demand is for a good, ‘‘decent-eating’’ pea 
at a low price, or a strictly faney pea of the smaller siftings. 
Very cheap goods, such as 65c¢ a doz., are closely cleaned up, 
and the same applies to fancy Alaskas of the smaller sift- 
ings. The bulk of peas now owned by packers are interme- 
diate grades, such as they are holding at 85e to $1.50 per 
doz. factory. Jobbers’ stocks are light and there will be a 
demand right along after the first of February, or earlier. 
With a few exceptions it seems that packers who have 
named prices have gotten little or no business on 1909 pack. 
Chicago jobbers have not yet bought future peas. Outside 
buyers have placed orders for well-known brands that they 
contro] in their particular markets, but local wholesalers 
have not even done that. 

FPruits—The Michigan canned fruit situation necessarily re- 
mains as given in our last issue, fruit growers in Michigan now 
having very little stock left. They are closely sold up on every-

Apples—Apples hold very firm, but the market at present 
is quiet. We have heard of no carload buying of gallons 
for the past ten days or so. Some business on 3s at 75¢ per 
doz., delivered, has been done. Gallons are quoted at $2.25 
to $2.50, no Michigan packing offered. 

Pumpkin—The market is unchanged.. Little business has 
been done during the past week. Indiana No. 3 pumpkin 
is quoted as low as 45c f. o. b. factory. That is the bottom 
price, and there is a range up to 60¢ factory or better for 
Wisconsin packing. 

Asparagus—The lively interest in asparagus recently 
shown by Chicago jobbers seems to have subsided, for the 
market has been dull the past several days, though values 
hold firm. Green and white tips are very scarce; in fact, it 
is reporfed from California that canners are sold out of both. 

Sweet Potatoes—No. 3 Maryland pack sweet potatoes are 
quoted f. o. b. factory at a range of 70 to 80¢ per doz. 

Oysters—Reports from Baltimore indicate that there has 
been a light business done during the past week on cove 
oysters. One selling concern reports that ‘‘Packers advise 
us that up to the present time they are still unable to obtain 
any quantity of selects and extra selects. The stock which 
is coming in at the present time will not produce this grade 
of goods.’’ Another prominent commission house at Balti- 
more says concerning oysters that ‘‘Unexpected unseason- 
able mild weather here caused our canners to cut their prices 
to a basis that at once attracted the orders to this market, 
and the sales have about kept pace with the output. The 
packers have not been able to accumulate any large stocks 
and the market is liable to sudden upward spurt.’’ Quota- 
tions on Chesapeake Bay stock f. o. b. Baltimore are as fol- 
lows: No. 1 extra selects, $1.15; No. 1 standard lunch, 85c; 
No. 1 extra lunch, $1.00; No. 1 5-oz. standards, 70e; No. 2 
10-0z. standards, $1.40; No. 1 5-oz. standards, tall cans, 70c; 
No. 2 10-0z. standards, tall cans, $1.40; No. 1 4-0z. cove, 65c;

Sardines—The market on domestic sardines remains with- 
out new features. There was a meeting in New York on 
Saturday of the principal Maine sardine canning interests, 
but nothing in regard to their deliberations was given out 
for publication. The feeling on domestic sardines remains 
firm, while on imported goods the situation is strong, with 
prices exceptionally firm. 





Salmon—While the tone of fhe market here remains firm 
there has been very little business in this article during the 
past week. Chicago jobbers have bought little or nothing 
The Griffith-Durney Company, of San Francisco, advise that 
they have received reports from all the canners who operated 
in Alaska in 1908, with two exceptions, whose small packs 
they say they are able to estimate accurately.

Continuing, they say in their circular accompanying the 
above estimates: ‘‘Of the 1908 pack 50,000 cases, practi- 
cally all pink, shipped on the ‘Star of Bengal,’ and about 
40,000 eases, principally red, shipped on the ‘Lucile,’ were 
lost at sea on the coast of Alaska. From the foregoing fig- 
ures you will note that the pack of 1908 amounts to 464,000 
cases more than the pack of 1907 and is more than 394,000 
cases in excess of the pack of 1906. But even with this 
large increase in the pack ‘there is a great scarcity of the 
best grades like Alaska red and Alaska king. The market 
is almost bare of king fish, and outside of a few cases of No, 
1 and No. 4 flats and a very limited quantity of No. 1 talls 
the market on red fish is cleaned up, and what is left in tall 
eans is held at $1.20 and in No. 1 flat cans at $1.35. We 
want to go on record as making the same prediction that we 
did last year, that is, that the price of Alaska red will be 
very*much higher before the new pack arrives. Last July 
and August we sold spot Alaska red talls at $1.30 and $1.35 
f. o. b. Coast, and we believe that this coming summer spot 
Alaska red will command even a higher figure. There is 
practically nothing left of Alaska fish in first hands except 
pinks and chums. These, as previously advised, are firmly 
held at 67%e for the pinks and 65¢ for the chums.’’

The tariff as affecting steel products is now under discus- 
sion in committee, and unless the evidence of Carnegie and 
Judge Gary, of the Steel Corporation, is to be entirely ig- 
nored, there should be some sort of a reduction of duties.

Epitok CANNER: It is flood time in the holiday trade but 
low in canned goods. We expect it for several weeks yet and 
it may be longer, but, as the past season has been to Maine 
packers an eminently satisfactory one, no one complains. There 
are occasional inquiries in regard to corn, the nature of which 
would point to future business. Still sales do not seem to get 
on the order books. 

There are other things beside the season of the year that 
cause a quiet market. The moment congress begins to talk 
business men look anxious and, with several unsettled prob- 
lems to be fixed, this feeling is natural. It is a wise prophet 
who can foretell the outcome of a session and its results; a 
setting hen may hatch a goose. No one but what thinks the 
tariff should be adjusted, but orthodoxy with some is hetero- 
doxy to others. I suppose the ideal tariff would be an India 
rubber one, enforced by officials with elastic conscience. Fur- 
ther, in New England at least, while manufacturing has grown 
better, the increase is slight and good results will come later. 
The export trade has increased but is far from normal yet. 

As regards the market for Maine canned corn, there is no 
change in price and the market can be called a strong one, not 
because of sales but every business recognizes that the sta- 
tistieal position is such as to warrant it. Fancy corn is quot- 
able from 85¢ to 90c f. o. b. Portland; off fancy or extra 
standard, 80c; standard, 6744c to 70c. 

There are inquiries for prices on future corn, but no figures 
have been made and will not, in all probability, for some time. 
I do not think that there will be much change, if any. There 
is every reason to think that there will be less trouble in 1909 
from mislabeling than has been the case in many previous 
years. In January our new governor, Hon. Bert M. Fernald, 
of the large packing firm of Fernald, Keene & True Company, 
is inaugurated and I have personal reasons to think that the 
pure food laws will not “drift.” Mr. Fernald is governor of 
Maine, but not of “Maine, including New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont.” Many parties all over the United States have had an 
idea, though they do not find it in geographies, that the 
“boundaries”: of Maine are inclusive of the “sweet will” of 
“any old” packer or dealer. 

The apple sales have been very light as regards the tinned 
article, but exports of fresh continue. There is no doubt at 
all but what the gallon market is sure to advance and rea- 
sonably sure to advance materially. All this, however, is gov- 
erned by future “prosperity” among consumers. I quote 1908

Epitor CANNER: Disregarding the experience of Lott’s wife, 
the wholesale grocers of this section, as well as all merchants 
and others, are taking a retrospective view of their business 
during the past year. In other words, “looking back.” While 
none have turned into a “pillar of salt,” they discover that dur- 
ing the memorable year of 1908 their progress was hindered by 
many obstacles that at times seemed almost unsurmountable.

She stands out pre-eminently first in 
meeting conditions that were thrust upon her. Im every mart 
of trade in Kansas City, conditions are first class and the year 
1909 will open up with prospects very flattering, no booms, no 
inflations, no wild-cat speculating, but the coming year will 
show greater growth and greater prosperity to the city at the 
mouth of the Kaw, than any of its predecessors.

Yellow free peaches are pretty well sold ont. on the lower 
grades, which have been hacked about (particularly some of 
the unknown packers) at ridiculously low prices. Present stocks 
are being held pretty close to list on the No. 24% grade and No. 
8 pie is being held at $2.35 list, an advance of 50¢ over the 
opening. 

Lemon cling peaches are in fair supply, with high and low 
grades short. No. 8 pie clings are being Held at $2.50, which 
is 50e above the opening, and the low grades are stiffened in 
price. 

Bartlett pears are short all along the line, 
firmly held. No. 8 pie advanced to $3. 

Plums were not largely packed and very few in hand. 

Asparagus is easy, with some packers carrying stock. _ Grass 
did not sell as well as usual this season. 

DRIED FRUITS. 
Apricots, which were bountiful supply in June and July,

fluctuated from an opening price of 9¢ for extra choice down « 


as low as 5%c and have now recovered to 914¢, with very few 
in sight. 

Peaches are rather long, but are held in fairly firm hands 
and seem to be moving slowly but surely. 

With the very small crop of prunes it has been astonishing 
that the low prices have prevailed throughout the season. At 
the present time Santa Claras can be bought at 3e¢ bag basis 
for new prunes; old prunes at about 2c. 
that there are held in Santa Clara valley at this time about 
5,000 tons of new and 4,000 tons of old prunes. I do not be- 
lieve this is very far out, considering that our annual consump- 
tion is about 137,000,000 pounds and that the carry-over of 
1907 and crop of 1908 totaled searcely one-half of that, it 
seems more than probable that there will be an increase in 
value after the turn of the year. 

Raisins have been fairly firm, but there is a large carry- 
over in growers’ hands than packers like to see at this season 
of the year. There is some business doing and prices have 
been declining slowly in the past two or three weeks. They 
seem to be at a standstill now and should show improvement 
after the turn of the year, provided an agreement is con- 
summated between the packers and the growers’ pool. 

The holders of both canned and dried fruits have perfect 
confidence in the market outlook and as stocks are not large in 
the east and middle west they expect to do some business when 
spring trade is on, but the canners are not particularly anx- 
ious, as their pack is made from cheap fruit and will pay them 
well to carry into the new season.

EpiToR CANNER: Holiday dulness and indifference are even 
more marked than last week. Sales are made in a desultory 
sort of way only and apparently only to fill orders for small 
lots to replenish stocks which may have become broken or par- 
tially depleted. Retailers are enjoying a good trade and may 
reciprocate for it later by coming into market and purchasing 
more liberally than they have this season. But, however that 
may be, at present the situation offers nothing particularly en- 
couraging or promising. Jobbers are not carrying large stocks, 
yet perhaps this condition is no different from what it usually 
is at this season wher inventory-time is almost here and they 
do not want their books to show any considerable quantities 
unsold at the end of the year. Some buying has been done 
of late for delivery after the first of the year, but so far as 
known this business was not extensive.

Tomatoes are somewhat unsettled and easy. Sales of what 
purport to be full standard 3s have been made at 65c¢ to 6744e 
and whether they are really standard 3s or not, the fact that 


they are reported to be,has a tendency te weaken the market 


on regular full standards and cause holders to allow them to 
go at lower values. Practically every. one admits that the 
stock purchasable at 65c is open to question, still it is said that 
a good grade of goods can be bought for 674%4c regular terms 
f. o. b. factory. Some spot business has been put through 
recently at 70c delivered here. And even though prices are 
down to the lowest level of the season, there is no activity 
among buyers and conditions promise nothing special for the 
present. Qne sale was reported consisting of two cars of full 
standard 3s, to be delivered January 15 at 70c here. Gallons 
are easier and some lots of Maryland goods have been sold at 
$1.90 to $2 delivered. Other gallons are neglected. In No. 
2 there is little interest. The goods are neglected and sales 
are made in smalt quantities only. 

Ordinary standard corn is easy with a tendency toward a 
lower basis. State fancy is steady, but the market is quiet at 
77%c. Southern Maine style is easy with quotations ranging 


* from 65¢ to 70c, but little going at the outside figure. A 


few sales have been reported as low as 60c, though it is under- 
stood that the quality was not up to the highest standard. 
Spot Maine corn is firm, but there is almost no movement. 
Nearly all holders are steady at 8744c for standard and $1 for 
fancy. The market as a whole shows easier tendencies all 
along the line. 

Cheap good peas are moving fairly well at concessions from 
early opening prices. Most of these offers are from the West. 
A little business is done for shipment from the West in fu- 
tures. Southern stock is quiet, with no pressure to sell noted. 
In other grades no change is reported. 

Spinach is firm under somewhat reduced stocks and in- 
creased demand. Requests for spinach cover a wide range of - 
territory. 

String beans are moving under a fair demand at 45¢ for 
Southern 2s and 67%e for 3s. 

Spot pink salmon is easy and a good deal has been offered 
recently for shipment.from the coast at 65¢ to 67% f. o. b. 
there. Spot pinks have sold as low as 77%e, but nearly all 
holders are quoting 80¢ here. Red Alaska talls are held firmly 
at $1.25 to $1.3214, with comparatively little going at the out- 


side quotation. Medium red is held firmly at $1.17%. It is 
difficult to obtain even at that figure. A fair jobbing trade is 
noted on Cohoes at $1.25 for tails and 80¢ for halves. Chums 


are held at 77%4ce. 

A slight jobbing interest is reported in sardines, with three- 
quarter mustards in most demand, but quarter-oils dull and few 
buyers taking stock. Otherwise the market remains as it has 
been heretofore. 

State gallon apples are very firm and while buying is light, 
holders show no intention to reduce quotations on fancy grades. 
Small sales are noted at $2.50 delivered. Considerable com- 
mon quality is offered from Maryland on the basis of $1.95 
here. 

California lemon cling peaches are firm and the coast ten- 
dency is upward on 2%4-pound extras and extra standards. 
The market is firmer here in sympathy and little stock can be 
obtained from first hands. Sales of southern pie peaches have 
been made at inside figures for unpeeled. No. 3 yellows are 
meeting some demand, though chiefly in small quantities. 

Domestic pineapple is steady, but Singapore stock is easy 
and the tendency is downward. Demand for both grades is 
dull.

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previous; ag it-nearly always happens that the week or ten days 
preceding Christmas are productive of very little business. This 
is an unusual year, however, and last week was in keeping 
with the history of the many surprises of the fifty weeks that 
have passed before—because quite a number of orders for as- 
sorted rods were unexpectedly received in this market and 
many of them were placed. It is true the size of the orders 
were for only less than carload lots with the exception of to- 
matoes, but the goods called for in these little assorted orders 
ran practically through the whole list, thus again proving the 
truth of what I have asserted in several of my recent letters, 
viz., that jobbers’ stocks are very light, and that they are only 
buying their absolute needs for the closing of the year, but 
that shortly after the new year comes in they will be com- 
pelled to stock up and replenish. 

There are no changes to report in market prices with the ex- 
ception of apples, and this line of goods continues to ad- 
vance. Some sales of good brands of well handled No. 3 
apples of city packing, have been made during the last few 
days at 75¢ per dozen, f. o. b. here, and No. 10 at $2.15 and 
$2.20. It is true there are some No. 3 apples being offered at 
65¢ and No. 10 at $1.85, but these are either 1907 pack, or they 
are inferior goods of 1908 pack. I am still of opinion that 
early in the new year No. 3 apples will advance to 85¢ or 
90c, and No. 10 to $2.50 to $2.75. 

No. 3 sauerkraut is now getting scarce at 75¢ and it will 
not be long before it will be difficult to get this line of goods 
at any price, for unsold stocks are exceedingly light, and bar- 
rel kraut is so high that packers cannot handle it. I look for 
an 85¢ to 90c market on No. 3 kraut early in the new year, 
and by about March or April it is likely to be impossible to 
buy in this market at any figure. 

The oyster market continues very low, 1s, 4-0z., being sold 
at 60¢ and 1s, 5-oz., at 65e. The weather is still very mild and 
hence, the cove oyster packers are enabled to buy raw stock 
at unusually low figures, but there is a serious question in my 
mind whether even at the present price of raw stock any packer 
can get his money back when selling 4-0z. goods at 60c, and 
5-oz. at 65c. They are simply running their factories and using 
up some cans. Just as soon as the weather turns cold, and 
winter sets in in real earnest, we shall see a decided up turn 
in the oyster market. 

I read with much interest the letter in the “Clearing House” 
department of your last issue signed by “Experience.” He 
advocates educating the consumer as regards quality of canned 
goods and tomatoes in particular, and asks the question why it 
is that common goods are sold more easily than those of good 
quality. I think I can give him at least one answer to his 
question. It is beeause the grocer can sell the lower price 
goods easier than the higher price, and the consumer does not 
know the quality that the packer claims the lower price goods 
to be—for most of the grocers are silent on that question. If 
all labels carried the packer’s designations .of quality according 
to the suggestions made in my last week’s letter, then many 
of the consumers would pass by the second quality goods and 
buy the standard or extra quality at the little advance in 
price. I am convineed that the only way to educate the con- 
sumer is to put him in position where he can know by looking 
at the label what the quality of the contents of the can is 
supposed to be.

New York Dried Fruit Market 

















New York, Dee. 21, 1908. 
Eprror CANNER: Dried fruits have moved fairly well dur- 
ing the wéek just closed, though business has been generally 
devoted to replenishing partially depleted stocks and supplying 
deficiencies where retail demand has reduced the holdings of 
dealers. Conditions are generally favorable and a reasonably 
good business is anticipated after the holidays are over. 





Apricots’ are unchanged. Demand is limited to actual te. 
quirements and sales are made chiefly for the present neceggj- 
ties, not for anything which might come in the future. Nearly 
all holders are firm, however, and the tendency of prices ig to 
at least remain steady.

BENZOATE OF SODA PERMITTED IN WISCONSIN 
PENDING DECISION OF REFEREE BOARD 
OF CHEMISTS. 

An injunction bill recently filed in the United States 
Circuit court at Madison, Wis., by the Williams Bros. 
Company, of Detroit, and the Curtice Bros. Company, 
of Rochester, N. Y., against Wisconsin State Food 
Commissioner Emery, seeking to restrain him from 
prosecuting or threatening to prosecute dealers in to- 
mato and cucumber food products prepared with ben- 
zoate of soda, was ruled on by Judge Sanborn in favor 
of tne manufacturing concerns named. 

The bill alieged that the use of benzoate of soda in 
foods is harmless and inoffensive, and that especially 
catsups and sweet pickles would spoil soon after open- 
ing unless some preservative was used in them. It 
further alleged that the federal authorities permitted 
its use generally, and that the army and navy depart- 
ment of the United States required the catsups pur- 
chased for the use of the soldiers and sailors to be pre- 
pared with benzoate of soda. It further alleged that 
the total annual business of food products in the 
United States prepared with benzoate of. soda 
amounted to the sum of $60,000,000. It was charged 
that the food commissioner claimed that the use of 
benzoate of soda in food products was illegal and that 
he had threatened to prosecute dealers who sold it, 
thereby greatly injuring the business of the com- 
plainants in this state. 

The complainants claimed that the proposed action 
of the food commissioner would be illegal because the 
statutes of Wisconsin do not give him authority to 
establish any standard: also because the statutes with 
relation to the use of preservatives are unconstitu- 
tional in that they seek to delegate legislative authority 
to an executive board. The complainants claimed that 
any representations of the commissioner to the effect 
that complainants’ goods do not comply with the 
statutes of the state is a libel upon the complainants. 

The attention of the court was called-to the fact 
that President Roosevelt had appointed a referee 
board of consulting scientific experts to examine into 
and report whether or not the use of benzoate of soda 
in food products was harmful. 

Judge Sanborn’s opinion holding the whole pro- 
ceeding in abevance pending the report of the referee 
board of chemists was as follows: 

The complainants of Detroit, Mich., have applied for a 
temporary injuncticn. They allege that they are large manu- 
facturers of tomato eatsup and like articles, which they sell 
in this state, their business, as allered, amounting in Wiscon- 
sin to over $100,000 per annum. Jn putting up their goods 
they use benzoate of soda to the extent of one-tenth of one 
per centum, as a preservative. 

Defendant is dairy and food commissioner of Wisconsin. 
and is charged with the enforcement of the pure food laws of 
the state.” Section 4601a makes it a misdemeanor to sell any 
fruits.or eanned goods containing any preservative other than 
sugar, salt, vinegar or snices. Section 4601a forbids the ship- 
ping or sale of any article of food which eontains any pre- 
servative except certain specified ones, not including benzoate 
of soda, without disclosing to the purchaser the presence, 
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name and proportionate amount of such preservative. This is 
done by complainants by a statement on the label on the 
bottles containing their articles, showing that they contain 
one-tenth of one per centum of benzoate of soda. 

There has been considerable disagreement among chemists 
whether benzoate of soda is injurious to health. Early in 
1908 the national bureau of chemistry decided that it was. 
Thereafter their decision was modified by the national food 
and drug inspection board. A commission of five scientific 
experts from the several universities has since been appointed 
by the president to examine and report on the question. 

Mr. Emery, as dairy and food commissioner, following the 
lead of the bureau of chemistry and the secretary of agri- 
culture, has decided to test the question whether benzoate of 
soda is injurious to health, by bringing some case under the 
Wisconsin law, procuring the verdict of a jury and follow- 
ing up to a final decision. This he conceives to be his duty 
as such commissioner, under chapter 33 of the laws of 1905, 
which prohibits the selling of an article of food containing 
any preservative injurious to health. It is claimed that his 
attitude has to some extent interfered with the sale of the 
complainants’ goods in the state. Complainants ask that he 
be restrained from prosecuting their consignees or dealers, on 
the ground that benzoate of soda is not injurious to health, 
and that they are unable to find any substitute for it in the 
preparation of their goods. They allege that his action is 
unlawful and unnecessary and will cause them irreparable 
injury. 

Mr, Emery, being in court on the hearing, and also repre- 
sented by Mr. Jackson, deputy attorney general, was asked 
by the court whether he was willing to postpone bringing a 
test case against complainants or their dealers or consignees 
until the commission appointed by the president shall have re- 
ported. It is expected that the commission will report by the 
first of March, 1909. After consideration this was agreed to 
by Mr. Emery, with the proviso that he does not agree not 
to bring suit or otherwise take cognizance of any fraud on 
the Wisconsin pure food law by the use of a greater amount 
of any preservative or other article or substance than is 
shown to the purchaser on the label of the goods sold or not 
to otherwise perform his duty under said law; he simply stip- 
ulating on the assumption that the labels of the complainants 
state the facts, that he will postpone any interference with 
complainants’ business on the ground that the use of benzoate 
of soda is injurious to health, until the report of said com- 
mission. 

It is therefore ordered that the said application be, and the 
same hereby is, held in abeyance until the report of said com- 
mission.

George H. Hooke, the well-known California fruit 
canner and packer of cherries for maraschino, has or- 
ganized the California Selling Company, which will 
act as sole selling agents for the Sunnyvale Canneries, 
the Watsonville Packing Company and the Napa Val- 
ley Packing Company. The California Selling Com- 
pany will also can, dry, pack and ship California prod- 
ucts, including canned salmon. 

Mr. Hooke has operated very extensively for a 
number of years past, principally at Los Gatos, Cal.

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FOOD INSPECTION DECISION NO. 99—CHANGE IN 
FORM OF GUARANTY LEGEND. 


(Amending Section b of Regulation 9.) 


Section 9 of the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906, provides that no dealer shall be prosecuted un- 
der the provisions of the act when he can establish a 
guaranty signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufac- 
turer, or other party residing in the United States, 
from whom he purchases such articles, to the effect 
that the same are not adulterated or misbranded within 
the meaning of the act. There is a further provision 
that the guarantor shall, if the goods be adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of the act, be amen- 
able to the prosecutions, fines, and other penalties 
which would attach in due course to the dealer. 

Section b of regulation 9 provides that a general 
guaranty may be filed with the secretary of Agricul- 
ture by the manufacturer or dealer and be given a 
serial number, which number should appear on each 
and every package of goods sold under such guaranty, 
with the words “Guaranteed under the food and drugs 
act, June 30, 1906.” 

It is obvious from a reading of section 9 of the 
act that the guaranty is in no sense a guaranty by the 
government, and that it is merely an assumption of 
responsibility for the character or labeling of the 
goods by the manufacturer, jobber, or packer. Yet, 
notwithstanding this plain fact, attempts have been 
made by some unscrupulous persons to cause the public 
to interpret the phrase “Guaranteed. under the food 
and drugs act, June 30, 1906” as a guaranty by the 
government that the goods upon which the phrase 
appears are pure and conform, in all respects, with 
the provisions of the act. This misrepresentation has 
been scattered broadcast in prominent advertisements 
in the press and by means of circulars and billboard 
posters. Even in the absence of such misrepresenta- 
tion there can be no doubt that the phrase, unfortu- 
nately, is misleading, and is therefore prohibited by 
the law and should be changed. The commissioner 
of patents has refused to register trade-marks of 
which the phrase formed a part, on the ground that 
it is misleading and under the law cannot be regis- 
tered. The Board of Food and Drug Inspection for 
some time has realized that the wording of the guar- 
anty legend should be changed, but it has also been 
mindful of the fact that the manufacturers and job- 
bers of the United States have, in the aggregate, large 
sums of money invested in labels and plates, upon 
which appears the legend in its present form, a farm 
indorsed by the regulations and copied therefrom in 








good faith by the owners of these labels and plates, 
Entirely apart from the expense and loss of property 
it is a fact that a change in the form of the legend, 
without due notice, would seriously embarrass _busi- 
ness interests, because the printing and lithographing 
of new labels will require considerable time. 

As a solution of the question, the board recom- 
mends that the guaranty legend be changed so as to 
show plainly that the guaranty is that of the manufac- 
turer and not of the government, that the old form 
of labels now in use representing guaranties already 
filed with the Department of Agriculture shall be rec- 
ognized for a term of two years, and that for all guar- 
anties filed with the Department of Agriculture on and 
after January I, 1909, the guaranty legend shall read, 
“Guaranteed by (insert name of guarantor) under the 
food and drugs act, June 30, 1906.” 

Accordingly the following amendment is proposed 
to regulation g of the Rules and Regulations for the 


Enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act: 

Section b of Regulation 9 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

(b) A general guaranty may be filed with the Secretary 
of agriculture by the manufacturer or dealer and be given a 
serial number, which number shall appear on each and every 
package of goods sold under such guaranty with the words 
“Guaranteed by [insert name of guarantor] under the food 
and drugs act, June 30, 1906.” 


This amendment shall become and be effective on 
and after January 1, 1909. Labels bearing the form 
of guaranty legend provided in the original regula- 
tions and representing guaranties now on file with 
the Department of Agriculture may be used for a 
period of two years, but it is suggested that, as new 
labels are prepared, the change in the form of the 
guaranty legend should be made.

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The average retailer invests most of his capital in 
what he calls “staples,” which invariably includes dry 
beans, and a limited portion of his capital is invested 
in what he terms “specialties,” which almost invariably 
includes Van Camp’s pork and beans.

FOR UNIFORM LOBSTER LAW. 


At the recent conference of the Fisheries and Game 
Commission at Boston a resolution was adopted de- 
claring for a uniform law for the licensing of all lob- 
ster fishermen and dealers, and for a measurement 
law, making the minimum length four and _ three- 
fourths inches over the back from the end of the bone 
of the nose to the center of the rear end of the body 
shell. 

The discussion on the lobster question was taken 
part in by Commissioner Donahue and Deputy Hanna, 
of Maine; Commissioner Wentworth, of New Hamp- 
shire; Commissioners Root and Meade, of Rhode 
Island, and Cofhmissioners Matthewson, Geer and 
Crampton, of Connecticut. 

The conference also. discussed a proposition for a 
close season on lobsters, but decided not to recommend 
it, as it does not appear to meet the conditions which 
obtain in the case of the lobster. On account of its 
slow growth the close season is not so effective in 
securing increases in the number of lobsters as it is 
with more rapidly growing animals. 

It also adopted a resolution against the pollution 
of coastal waters by sewage. : 

Chairman Field, of the Massachusetts Commission, 
was authorized by the delegates to confer with the 
Fish and Game Commission of New York in an effort 
to get that body to recommend similar legislation. 


IMPROVING ITS SHIPPING FACILITIES. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association is reported to be 
carrying out an extensive programme of additions at 
its shipping station at Alameda, Cal. The warehouses 
are being added to and the Alameda plant, it is said, 
is now prepared to handle all of the ship work on 
the association’s fleet at its own yards, as well as store 
all the season’s pack in the warehouses at the same 
point.

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HATCHERY WORK IN OREGON. 

The Wedderburn Radium, published by the late R. 
D. Hume, in a recent issue made the following com- 
ment on hatchery work as conducted in Oregon: 

“For more than thirty years millions of alevin have 
been turned into the streams of the Pacific coast, their 
bright-hued, umbilical sack forming an attractive lure 
to call fish of every species that haunts those waters 
to the feast that had been prepared for them by the 
misconceived notions of those who were in control of 
the enterprise. With the exception of Rogue river, 
where a limited number were free until they were able 
to care for themselves, there is nothing to show of 
benefit gained in hatchery work during all these years. 

“Had those who pose as authorities given time to 
the study of the question that it deserved, great ad- 
vances would have been made in the stocking of our 
streams. They would have recognized earlier the ab- 
surdity of turning out helpless alevins to be consumed 
by trout, as well as by young salmon of a larger 
growth. The operation of the spawning salmon un- 
der natural conditions and the result thereof would 
have shown what protection the alevin have in the 
early stage of their existence. They would have ob- 
served the male on the redder spawning bed working 
the gravel, preparing for the advent of the female 
waiting and ripening in the pool below and would 
have seen her, when ready to spawn, advance to the 
bed and deposit her eggs, while the male lay alongside 
to eject the milt to fecundate them, and both sweep- 
ing gravel over them with their tails to -protect them 
from their enemies. Had they later observed the 
process of hatching they would have found the little 
alevins with their tails sticking up through the gravel 


when it first pushes up through the soil, and at the 
slightest alarm dodging further into the gravel for 
protection against their enemies. If they would watch 
young salmon that had been fed until they were the 
length of two inches, operate in a stream infested by 
trout, they would be surprised at the instinct of in- 
telligence manifested in preserving themselves from 
their enemies. These little salmon, when a trout 
makes a dart in their direction, will hie to the waters 
that are too shallow for their enemy to reach them, 
and form an array with their heads toward the enemy, 
watching every move of the disturber of their peace. 
With theories which have been exploited many years, 
a commission whose only idea has been to advance 
their political interests, the best salmon of the state 
have been so diminished that only a vestige of the 
former quality that was the fulcrum over which Ore- 
gon was lifted to the notice of the world remains.”

_ SUGAR CONSUMPTION IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The average citizen of the United States consumes 
half his own weight in sugar every year, and the 
sugar bill of the country aggregates a million dollars 
for every day of the year. 

These assertions are justified by a statistical state- 
ment just prepared by the bureau of statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and. Labor, which shows 
the quantity of sugar produced in the United States, 
the quantity brought from our own islands, the quan- 
tity imported from foreign countries, and the quantity 
exported, showing a total consumption of from six to 
seven billion pounds a year, the total for the latest 
year, 1907, being 7,089,667,975 pounds. Calculating 
this enormous total at the average retail price of 5%4 
cents a pound, we get a total of $372,000,000 as its 
cost to the consumer, or more than a million dollars

for each of the 365 days of the year. Dividing this 
total of 7,089,667,975 pounds by the 1907 figures of 
population, we get an average consumption for 1907 
of eighty-two and three-fifths pounds per capita, which 
is more than one-half the average per capita weight of 
the people of the country, including men, women and 
children, in this calculation. 

One-fifth of this enormous total of seven billion 
pounds, speaking now in very general terms, is pro- 
duced at home, one-fifth is brought from our islands, 
and the remaining three-fifths from foreign countries. 





COLUMBIA RIVER SALMON SITUATION. 

In discussing the Columbia river situation, Fish 
Warden McAllister, of Oregon, recently gave out the 
following interview: “From personal observations 
made during the short time I have been in office, 
[ am thoroughly convinced that the situation on the 
Columbia river will never be relieved, nor the salmon 
given proper protection, until the warring interests 
on the upper and lower river are subdued and the 
two states can get together and frame laws that will 
be of material benefit to the salmon. 

“T am firmly of the opinion that the river is being 
overfished, and that all gear should be regulated. 
Shorter fishing seasons must be established, so as 
to allow the fish to ascend the rivers to the hatcheries 
and their natural spawning beds, without being mo- 
lested. I have given the close season question a great 
deal of thought, and have consulted canners and fish- 
ermen on the subject, but at this time have not fully 
made up my mind just what dates would be best. 

“Another agency that must be considered, and con- 
sidered seriously, is the vast number of irrigating 
ditches that are being used and which destroy millions 
of young fry annually. My files are full of letters 
from all parts of the state protesting against the 
wanton destruction of all kinds of young fish from 
this source. A law compelling the owners of irrigat- 
ing ditches to provide screens at their intakes is on 
the statute books, but cannot be enforced owing to 
the fact that in trying to amend it at the last session 
of the legislature, they repealed it.” 





JAPANESE SARDINES FOR AUSTRALIA. 

Japanese sardines are finding a very promising mar- 
ket in Australia. Since the Japanese were unsuccess- 
ful in their efforts to introduce these goods in the 
American market at a satisfactory price, they are now 
directing their attention to Europe and Australia, and 
are meeting with undisputed success in establishing a 
growing market in the latter continent. 

As a result of this effort, the Japanese are today 
exporting this fine product as fast as their facilities 
permit. 

It is believed that the French sardine packers will 
soon face a very formidable competitor in their Ameri- 
ean and continental markets. With cheap labor, a fine 
fish at small cost, and the prospective advance in the 








canning art, the Japanese have the prospect of a great 
future, in that they can match the French sardine 
in quality and price in any market.—Journal of the 
Fisheries Society of Japan.

The canning plant of C. W. Morrison, near Flint Hill, Va., 
was destroyed by fire last week. 

The Farmers’ Union has started a movement for the erection 
of a canning factory at Ruston, La. 

Thomas M. Brown is making arrangements for the erection 
of a canning factory at Daleville, Mo. 

We understand that A. Bird, the well-known canner, may 
locate at Atchison, Kan., next season. 

Negotiations are reported under way for the establishment 
of a canning factory at Fort Morgan, Colo. 

Rodman Jones has purchased the eanning factory at Starke, 
Fla. He will operate it during the winter. 

Winters & Prophet, of Mount Morris, N. Y., have a force of 
men at work erecting an addition to their canning plant. 

B. E. Dawson, of Romney, W. Va., will, if present plans are 
earried out, establish a canning factory at Oldtown, Md. 

A canning factory is proposed for Fayetteville, Tenn., by 
Fred 8.

Carl A. Sutter, for a number of years past general manager 
of the Fidalgo Island Packing Company’s cannery at Ana- 
cortes, Wash., and H. Bell-Irving, of Vancouver, B. C., gen- 
eral manager of the Anglo-British Columbia Packing Company, 
one of the largest fish packing concerns on the Pacific coast, 
have joined in an enterprise which will add another consider- 
able salmon cannery to the six establishments in Anacortes 
proper, all of which will be in full operation next year. 
Messrs. Sutter and Bell-Irving have purchased the water front- 
age in Southwest Bay, Sinclair Island (formerly known, as 
Cottonwood Island), located eight miles north from Anacortes, 
and being the most northerly island in Skagit county. This 
site, embracing about fifteen acres of water front. property, 
was years ago owned by the Seaborg interests, the Washington 
Packing Company and that company maintained a webhouse 
and wharf there. 

One of the leading daily papers of Nashville recently con- 
tained an interesting writeup of the canning factory at Co- 
lumbia, Tenn., from which the following is quoted: “The 
plant occupies a lot 200x500 feet. The factory is a two-story 
building 60x100 feet; a warehouse 40x60 feet, and a 1,000- 
barrel storage tank, which is supplied with pure spring water 
from Rainy Hill. It is located on the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad, which gives fine shipping facilities. The very latest 
patterns of up-to-date machinery, with ample facilities in the 
different steps of the canning process, have been installed, with 
a daily capacity of 20,000 cans. About 100 laborers find con- 
stant employment, but during the busy season the force is in- 
creased. Sweet potatoes, corn, asparagus, beans, pumpkins and 
berries are successfully put up. The plant has not yet reached 
its highest capacity in fruits. Its full force will be put on in 
another year to meet the great demand of the county’s un- 
precedented growth. Horace Rainy is president and J.. J. 
Wilson, Jr., general manager.”

Nothing of more than ordinary interest occurred in 
the canned goods market here during this week. There 
was further buying of tomatoes for deferred shipment 
to be invoiced after January 1, and the canners gather 
encouragement therefrom. Those orders came from 
markets widely separated, and the selling prices of 
the deliveries wanted ranged from 2% to 5 cents a 
dozen above the prices for the same quality for spot 
delivery. It is expected that there will be increased 
buying of tomatoes on that basis, as the movement 
appears to be spreading. For immediate shipment the 
market is dull for tomatoes, and there were no new 
developments this week concerning them. Everyone 
seems to be postponing the buying of them for prompt 
delivery until after the 1908 business is closed and 
inventory time has passed. In the other lines of vege- 
tables the only item of interest is the stronger feeling 
in baked beans, which have been stiffening up during 
the last three weeks because of higher prices for the 
dried beans for canning purposes. There is a very 
small stock of peas left in the hands of the canners 
in this section, quite small for this time in the year, 
and we look for some movement in them before long. 
Corn will find more friends while the new year is still 
young. 

In fruits there was no demand this week worth 
mentioning. The small assorted orders coming in 
every day included a few peaches, pears, apples and 
berries, but none of those articles show any changes 
in prices as compared with the week before. The 
stocks of all kinds of fruits left in the hands of the 
Baltimore canners are very much below the average 
quantity held here around this date.

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Corn (for immediate and deferred shipment )—Corn 
js not exciting the buying interest and notwithstand- 
ing the exceptionally small total pack for 1908, buyers 
refuse to enthuse. Sellers, on the other hand, do not 
indicate the least uneasiness and the future will in all 
probability take care of itself to the satisfaction of 
holders who appear to be perfectly able to wait until 
“the better condition” is a reality. 

Standard shoe peg continues to be firmly held at 
60 to 62'4c with off-standard lots at slight concession, 
depending on quality. Fancy and extra fancy grades 
are scarce on the basis of 70 to 75c, with immediate 
marks depending upon value.

Conditions surrounding the canned goods situation 
can be said to be satisfactory. Orders are not large, 
but they are numerous, and the future prospects seem 
bright. 

Peas—Future of 1909 packing has commanded 
marked attention. Generally speaking, buyers seem 
inclined to postpone the actual placing of their future 
pea orders, until after January 1, but many have 
already intimated just what they will buy, giving us 
the opportunity to see the O K’s of our packers whose 
ideas of values will in our opinion increase as the sea- 
son advances and the real shortage of seed becomes 
more pronounced. 

In addition to our fancy and standard grades of 
Wisconsin and Michigan No. 2 peas, our standard 
Indiana grades, we are in a position to quote our 
jobber friends attractive prices on future No. 1 tin 
peas as well as No. 10 or gallon. A word at this time 
on No. 10 peas might not go amiss. The 1908 pack 
was notoriously short, the market is already cleaned 
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up. The pack of No. 10's is always small, the con- 
sumption apparently increasing and we recommend 
the early placing of your future requirements. 


Spot peas, of the 1908 packing, have been in but 
light demand. The carry-over is not as large as some 
jobbers imagine. Cheap peas are really scarce. 

Tomatoes—Despite the close proximity of the holi- 
days, the annual inventory, etc., orders for tomatoes 
for immediate shipment is a daily occurrence. Jobbers’ 
stocks must necessarily be light. Market values have 
not changed. Some few packers are holding at 75c

J. Q. Emery, state dairy and food commissioner of Wiscon- 
sin, after a conference with representatives of the food com- 
panies interested, has withheld his order providing that on and 
after December 1, 1908, the sale of food products containing 
benzoate of soda would be forbidden in Wisconsin. The com- 
panies had asked for a restraining injunction. 





“Tt is conservatively estimated that more than $5,000,000 
worth of food and drug labels have been destroyed or rendered 
useless since this law went into effect, and an equal amount 
is being held subject to the rulings of Federal and State com- 
missioners,” says Wilbur F. Cannon, chief inspector of the 
pure food and drug division of the Colorado State Board of 
Health, in his annual report. He shows some of the results 
of the pure food law both in Colorado and in the nation. The 
report covers the work of the department from October 10, 
1907, to December 1, 1908. 





“Wholesale grocers in North Dakota have to sail mighty 
close to the wind,” says the Journal of Commerce, New York, 
“while Food Commissioner Ladd is ‘one the job.’ Most of 
them are taking no chances. Mr. Grant, of Park, Grant & 
Morris, of Fargo, makes the statement that his firm, and he 
believed most of the other wholesalers, were doing everything 
they could to coéperate with Professor Ladd and the others 
who are enforcing the pure food laws, and that as soon as 
Professor Ladd notified him that anything was falsely labeled 
he notified the shippers that he could not use it. He further 
stated that his company made it a rule to submit a sample of 
every shipment of goods that they received that might come 
under the provisions of the pure food laws to Professor Ladd 
for analysis before they sent in a check in payment, and if 
Professor Ladd informed them that the:goods did not comply 
with the law that they at once notified the firm from whom 
they had purchased them that they could not use them and 
that they were awaiting their order. ‘For example,’ said 
Mr. Grant, ‘we received a carload of tomatoes this morning 
and we sent a can to professor Ladd to analyze before we sent 
the firm a check in payment for them.’” 





“One of the greatest needs in the pure food administration,” 
says the Journal of Commerce, New York, “is authoritative 
determination of the present status. This can come only from 
the courts, and there is not a single serious administrator con- 
nected with the law who does not join in the opinion that fur- 
ther progress must depend very largely on judicial rulings. 
These are hard to get because of the reluctance of the pro- 
ducers to go into court. In ease after case where seizures have 
beeh made the owners of the goods fail to appear and simply 


allow the destruction of their property rather than run the rigk 
of exposure and the concentration of public opinion on their 
business. The law should be tested before the judges ag 
rapidly and as thoroughly as possible. If the bleached flour 
people bring their case to trial they will do a valuable publie 
service, whether they win or lose.” 





Commenting on the proposed new Pennsylvania pure food 
law the Philadelphia Grocery World says that “‘in the draft ag 
originally framed there was a provision legalizing the use of 
benzoate of soda in 1-10 of 1 per cent additions. Much oppo- 
sition to this has developed from certain manufacturers, and 
in the interest of harmony it may be eliminated. In that 
event benzoate will probably be neither specifically forbidd 
nor permitted, the question being left open and subject to the 
commissioner’s discretion. Commissioner Foust deserves credit 
for this attempt to settle a question on which the Federal Goy- 
ernment and most of the States have been backing and filling 
for years, and it is highly regrettable if anything is to inter- 
fere with its settlement as he planned it. Outside of the ben- 
zoate feature the new bill contains the same definitions of 
adulteration and misbranding as the act of 1907. There is, 
however, an important addition to the definition of misbrand- 
ing—a provision that food shall be deemed misbranded if it ig 
inferior to the representations which the seller makes for it. 
None of Pennsylvania’s preceding food laws has contained 
anything like this, and there has always been some doubt 
whether a verbal misrepresentation as to the quality or purity 
of goods not appearing on the label could be prosecuted. It is 
probable that it could be as a constructive misbranding, but 
the point was debatable. The above new clause of the pro- 
posed new bill will make verbale misrepresentations as much a 
misbranding as a false label. Tomatoes sold for standards, 
but actually seconds; butter sold as fancy creamery, but really 
not fancy at all; ‘fancy’ dried fruits anything but fancy; 
rice called fancy, but searcely choice—all these practices and 
many others are specifically forbidden by the new Pennsyl- 
vania bill.” 





Portions of the proposed new Pennsylvania pure food law of 
most importance to packers are the folowing: 

“Fifth—If it contains any added boric acid or borates, 
salicylic acid or salicylates, formaldehyde, sulphurous acid or 
sulphites, hydrofluoric acid or fluorides, fluoborates, fluosilicates 
or other fluorine compounds, duolin, glucin, saccharin, caffeine, 
botanapthol, hydronapthol, abrastol, asaprol, oxides of nitro- 
gen, nitrous acid or nitrates, compounds of copper, pyroligneous 
acid, or other added ingredients deleterious to health; or if, in 
the ease of confectionery it contains any of the substances 
mentioned in this paragraph or any mineral substance, aleo- 
holie liquor, or any other substance deleterious to health; or 
if it contains sodium benzoate in excess of 1-10 of 1 per cent, 
or other benzoates, or benzoic acid, in amount equivalent to

equivalent of other benzoates or benzoic acid, it is not labeled 
go as to clearly state in capital type not less than six-point in 
size, that the artiele contains not exceeding 1-10 of 1 per 
gent of sodium benzoate, or other benzoates or benzoic acid 
equivalent thereto; or if benzoates or-benzoie acid be used 
in connection with coal-tar dye, or any other foreign coloring 
matter. Provided, however, that nothing in this act shall be 
construed to prohibit the use of common salt, sugar, wine 
vinegar, cider vinegar, malt vinegar, sugar vinegar, glucose 
vinegar, distilled vinegar, spices and their essential oils, aleo- 
hol (except in confectionery), edible oils, edible fats, wood 
smoke applied directly as generated, or proper refrigeration; 
and provided, further, that any article of food which is not 
adulterated under the provisions of paragraphs 4, 5 and 6 of 
this section and not misbranded within the meaning of this 
act, and which does not contain any filler or ingredient which 
debases without adding food value, may be manufactured or 
sold if the same be so labeled, branded or tagged as to show 
the character or composition thereof. All labeling of packages 
required in any provision of this act shall be on the main label 
of each package and in such character and size of type as 
shall be uniform with the name of the brand or the name 
of the manufacturer or jobber, and in such position and terms 
as may be plainly seen and read and understood by the pur- 
éhaser; and provided, further, that nothing in this act shall 
be construed as requiring or compelling the proprietors, manu- 
facturers or sellers of proprietary foods, which contain no 
added deleterious substances or ingredients to disclose their 
trade formulas, except in so far as the provisions of this act 
require to secure freedom from adulteration, imitation or mis- 
branding. 

“Sixth—If it eonsists of or is manufactured in whole or in 
part from a diseased, contaminated, filthy or decomposed sub- 
stance, either animal or vegetable, or an animal or vegetable 
substance produced, stored, transported or kept in a condition 
that would render the article diseased, contaminated or un- 
wholesome, or if it is any part of the product of a diseased 
animal, or the product of an animal that has died otherwise 
than by slaughter. 

“Sec. 4. That for the purpose of this act an article shall 
be deemed to be misbranded: 
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“First—If it be an imitation of, or offered for sale under 
the name of, another article. 

“Second—If it be labeled or branded so as to deceive or 
mislead the purchaser, or purport to be a foreign product 
when not so, or if the contents of the package as originally 
put up shall have been removed in whole or in part and other 
contents shall have been placed in such package; or if the 
product be below that standard of quality, strength or purity 
represented to the purchaser. 

“Third—If the package containing it, or its label, shall 
bear any statement, design or device regarding the ingredients, 
or the substances contained therein, which statement, design 
or device shall be false or misleading in any particular. 

“Sec. 5. In any case where an article that under the pro- 
visions of this act requires labeling is sold from a broken 
package, the provisions of this act shall not be so construed as 
to require the labeling of the vessel, receptacle or wrapper 
receiving said article so sold, if the original is labeled as this 
act requires.” 





NO DECISION BY REFEREE BOARD. 

A report to the effect that the referee board of 
chemists had passed adversely on the use of benzoate 
of soda in foods is denied by Dr. Ira Remsen. Dr. 
Remsen says that no report has been made to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and no one has been authorized 
to make any statement as to the results thus far ob- 
tained. Anyone professing to speak for this board is 
speaking entirely without authority. 





CALIFORNIA FREIGHT RATE INCREASE. 

According to “East-bound Tariff No. 3, F,” issued 
by the Transcontinental Freight Bureau, which cancels 
“East-bound Tariff No. 3, E,” which took effect on 
October 12, 1903, and all supplements thereto, an ad- 
vance amounting to 10 cents a hundred pounds on all 
canned goods and dried fruits for shipment from Cali- 
fornia to the East becomes effective January 1, 1909.

OUTCOME OF FRESNO GROWERS’ POOL MAY BE NEW 
RAISIN SALES COMPANY. 

Late reports from the Pacific coast indicate that 
out of the pool of raisin growers may come a big 
raisin combination composed of packers and growers 
to absorb and unite the whole raisin business. It is re- 
ported that a stock company of growers and men inter- 
ested in the fruit industry has been virtually com- 
pleted for the purpose of entering the business of 
seeding, packing and selling raisins and marketing 
dried fruits independently of the commercial packing 
firms. 

The new company is incorporated at $250,000, and 
the final organization will be completed in the course 
of the next few days. The plans of the concern in- 
clude a probable system of “pushing” raisins, even by 
drummers, if necessary, among the trade, which will 
minimize all possibility of ‘a holdover on the raisin crop 
being experienced. A large packing plant in Fresno 
or some central point is to be erected, and it is probable 
that raisins will soon be extensively handled by these 
people. “ 

Henry V. Rudy, of the Fresno Fruit Growers’ Com- 
‘pany, is the man who originated the plan on which 
the concern is to operate. It will be largely on the 
plan of the California Fruit Exchange, and will be, 
like that organization, for the real purpose of getting 
the goods handled and marketed. 

A good many prominent. growers are. back of the 
idea, and are among the stockholders. Among the 
number of prominent men in the company are H. V. 
Rudy, A. R. Nicholson of Oleander, B. E. Hutchinson 
of Fowler, D. L. Bachant of Fresno, A. Bronge of 
Fresno, Dr. G. A.’ Hare of Fresno, C. Nilmeier of © 
Fresno, F. Gianini ;and William Swall of Tulare, Ed 
Thompson ‘of Sultana, D. T. Eymann, S. Dv Ingram 
and John McBrier of Reedley, and a number of others, 
about twenty all told.

The plan will be to operate on whatever 
market price is offered, returning proceeds to the 
growers, minus a legitimate profit for the handling of 
the goods. This plan will be used with all dried 
fruits and raisins, as it is now used with shipping 


grapes and oranges by firms of a similar nature. 
The firm proposes merely to sell raisins and fruit 
and to handle these under their own contract.

Failures in the Canning Business—‘‘Experience’’ Writes 
About Quality and the Successful and Unsuccessful. 
—_—_——__, ——.., Dee. 21, 1908. 
Epirork CANNER: In your issue of December 17, Mr. C. E. 
Detter, of Oklahoma City, Okla., writes very wisely about the 
condition of the canned goods market and the cost of packing. 
There is something seriously wrong with the canned goods busi- 
ness and all the fault cannot be laid to the packer; it cannot 
be laid to the want of quality, neither to the appreciation of 
the fact on the part of the packer that quality should win. 
However, it costs a great deal of money to produce quality, 
and, as I stated in my last communication, the trade certainly 
shows a lack of appreciation of quality at a price consistent 
with quality demanded. 
I will get round to my subject after a while. One of the 
troubles of the canned goods business is that there is not an 
organization or head to the business, Statistics show that dur- 


—] 


ing the last fifteen years, and you may go back farther thay 
that if you wish, that 90 per cent of the factories that were 
built and started failed, and it was not for lack of manage. 
ment in many of the instances. The writer has known men who 
engaged in all lines of business and sueceeded in every line 
except the packing business. 

The writer has operated everything from a baseball club to a 
saw mill, and has been engaged in various manufacturing and 
mereantile enterprises, in each of which he has been successful, 
The sole business that has not yielded golden dueats, out of 
the many enterprises undertaken, is the packing business. 

There is something fascinating about it that makes a man 
who has pluck stick to it. He stays when he knows his energy 
ean be directed in other channels with greater profit to him- 
self. There is a fascination that cannot be described, yet the 
fascination is in the business. If you will look up the history 
of the packing business you will find very few of the packers 
that have made money, but a great many more who have lost 
money. 

In the past fifteen years during the writer’s experience, look- 
ing over the field of those who have tried to cater to that 
part of the trade who ask for quality above quantity, and you 
will find the Dunkleys; who ever packed better stuff than the 
Dunkleys? Yet, the business that they strove so hard to build 
up is prostrate today and their failure cannot be ascribed to 
lack of quality or fair business ability. Then you can sail 
across the lake a little way and you will find the great Erie 
Preserving Co., known in every state in the Union. They cer- 
tainly produced goods of quality and they certainly had good 
business management, yet they are in the hands of the bank- 
ruptey courts today, and the efforts of the owners have gone 
for naught. I might go on and enumerate a great many 
others; these will serve the purpose of my article. Then, turn 
to the successful ones, those engaged in the packing business 
and have made as much money as the same amount of capital 
invested, the same amount of energy and ability put into the 
business as if directed in other channels during the same 
length of time may be counted practically on the fingers of 
your two hands, and those that have been successful are not 
those that have catered directly to the jobbing trade, nor those 
who have packed goods and allowed the broker and the jobber 
to dictate the price that he or they were to take for their 
products. Those who have been successful in nearly each in- 
stance are those who have gone either direct to the consumer 
and the retailer or those who have gone to the retailer and 
practically forced the jobber, by reason of sales made to the 
retailer, to accept the packer’s goods at prices named by the 
paeker, which prices, of course, yielded a fair margin of profit. 
Those who have succeeded in that direction and are shining 
examples, are Heinz of the “57 varieties” fame, Van Camp, who 
runs the “Beanery” in the great metropolis of Indiana, and a 
few others like them. 

After these examples of fame and suecess I am brought to 
the real point in the story, If the canners and packers of 
vegetables, fruits, condiments, ete., would form one or more 
giant corporations, put the goods out under their own brands, 
seek the trade direct and pay the jobber a fair margin of 
profit for handling their goods, then, and not until then, will

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the packing business be one in which a man can invest his 
time, his money and his talents and get fair pay for them. 

Take the iron and steel industries of the United States, those 
persons who were profected by the sheltering wing of the 
tariff and were large enough to reap the benefit of this tariff, 
have made money. Many others who flourished as the Bay tree 
for a time and then withered and died, found their only salva 
tion in consolidation, a combination of capital and business 
ability to protect and market the goods, which will do for the 
canning business what it has done for the manufacturers of tin 
plate and tin cans; the manufacturers of iron and steel in its 
various forms; for the manufacturers of a thousand other 
things that you and I and every other citizen of the United 
States buys, pays the price asked for it and makes no com 
plaint. 

The manufacturers of all these articles get fair returns for 
their capital and energy. Not so with the packer who fur 
nishes much of the food supply of the United States; who 
furnishes the means of conquering the frozen and the torrid 
zones; who furnishes the means ot subjugating the frost, and 
the means of feeding man when he takes from the earth the 
treasures that enrich us all. 

Except for canned food in a portable form, the march of 
progress would have been stayed, perhaps, hundreds of years, 
and yet, to think of those who produce all this source of 
healthful and pleasurable food, to be working eternally without 
reasonable compensation is not just to those who have devoted 
their life work to the production of more food and better food 
for mankind. 

Some Carnegie, some Gates, or some Judge Moore, or some 
other with the ability of these gentlemen, should certainly see 
in the present conditions of the canned goods packing business 
an opportunity to consolidate enough of the canning factories 
to enable those who would join the consolidation to get at 
least fair returns on the capital invested and the time given 
to production of canned foodstuff. 

If only 50 per cent of the productive capacity in the canned 
goods line should be amalgamated, the little packer who does 
not know what it costs to produce goods, who does not 
know how to run a eanning factory and who does not know 
how to get a profit out of his business, would no longer make 
the market as he does at this time. He would do as do the 
independent rolling mills and the independent manufacturers 
and the various lines that are managed in the many combina- 
tions of capital and energy that exist in this country to merely 
follow the lead of larger corporations. 

If the packing corporations should name a price on stand- 
ard No. 3 tomatoes of standard quality, at 90¢ per dozen, 
f. o. b. faetory, the independent packer would soon learn 
to at least get a price very close to the price named by the 
association packers. They might go a little under the price, 
but they would not do as they do now—bid against themselves 
until they go far below the cost of production to sell the 
goods, and thereby not alone ruin their own business, but force 
the 95 per cent of other packers to accept a price that in 
many instances they knew to be below the cost of production. 

The trade certainly needs a Moses to lead them out of the 
wilderness into the land of promise that has been before the 
eyes of so many of us for so many years, and who have been 
denied the entrance to the land overflowing with milk and 
honey.

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GROWTH IN EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 

Manufactures exported from the United States in 
the fiscal year 1908 aggregated three-quarters of a 
billion dollars, a larger total than in any preceding 
year. Of this grand tctal practically one-half went to 
Europe, the share sent to that part of the world being 
unusually large, and the total value larger than ever 
before. The annual report of the chief of the bureau 
of statistics, Department of Commerce and Labor, 
just made public, shows that the value of American 
manufactures exported to Europe in the fiscal year 
1908 was, in round terms $368,000,000, against $355.- 
000,000 in 1907, $318,000,000 in 190° $28 3,000,000 
in 1905, $272,000,000 in 1900, and $111,000,000 in 
1895. Rapid as is the growth in exports of manu- 
factures, the share which Europe takes thereof has 
been in recent years apparently increasing. Of the 
manufactures exported from the United States during 
the past four years, 46.3 per cent went to Europe in 
1905, 46.4 per cent in 1906, 47.9 per cent in 1907, and 
49 per cent in 1908. Naturally, the most important cf 
the manufactures exported to Europe were those for 
further use in manufacturing, such as copper, chiefly 
pigs, ingots, and bars, $97,000,000; leather and man- 
ufactures thereof, $26,000,000: wood and manufac- 
tures, chiefly lumber, $38,000,000, and manufactures 
of iron and steel, of which bars and rods of steel and 
other partly manufactured materials form a consider- 
able percentage, $47,000,000. Other important man- 
ufactures exported to Europe include refined mineral 
oils, $55,000,000; naval stores, $17,000,000; agricul- 
tural implements, $14,000,000; chemicals, drugs and 
dyes, $7,000,000; paraffin, $6,000,000; manufactures 
of cotton, $4,500,000; carriages and cars, $4,000,000 ; 
manufactures of india rubber, $4,000,000, and instru- 
ments and apparatus for scientific purposes, nearly 
$4,000,000. 

North America came second in the order of magni- 
tude of exports of manufactures to the grand divi- 
sions, the value of manufactures exported to all North 
America being $189,000,000, of which the principal 
items were manufactures of iron and steel, $72,000,- 
000; manufactures of wood (including lumber in this 
term), $21,000,000; manufactures of leather, $o,- 
500,000; manufactures of cotton, $10,000,000; car- 
riages and cars $8,500,000; chemicals, drugs, and dyes, 
$6,000,000; refined mineral oils, $4,000,000; paper 
and manufactures thereof, $4,000,000; instruments 
and apparatus for scientific purposes, $3,500,000 ; agri- 
cultural implements, $2,500,000, manufactures of 
fibers, $2,500,000; and manufactures of india rubber 
$2,000,000. 

To South America the exports of manufactures for 
the year were, in round terms, $72,000,000, of which 
22,000,000 was in the manufactures of iron and steel, 
$9,000,000 refined mineral oil, $2,750,000 cotton manu- 
factures, $4,500,000 carriages and cars, $5,250,000 
agricultural implements, and $10,000,000 wood manu- 
factures. 


To Asia the total value of manufactures exported 
during the year was $72,090,000, $23; 000,000 being 
the value of refined mineral oils, 5,090,000 manu- 
factures of iron and steel, ~afame th cotton manufac- 
tures, $3,500,000 copper, $3,000,000 carriages, cars, 
etc. ; $2,000,000 tobacco manufactures, and $1,750,000 
wood manufactures. 

Of the $40,000,000 worth of manufactures exported 
to Oceania, $14,000,000 was the value of iron and 
steel manufactures, $4,000,000 mineral oils, refined; 
$4,000,000 manufactures of wood, $2,000,000 leather 
and manufactures thereof, and $2,250,000 cotton man- 
ufactures. 

Of the $10,000,000 of exports of manufactures to 
Africa, iron and steel showed a total of nearly $3,000,- 
000; refined mineral oils, $2,500,000, and lumber, 
$1,333,000, the remainder being miscellaneous articles. 

‘Manufactures formed in the fiscal year 1908 28.95 
per cent of the total exports to Europe, 60.26 per cent 
of those to North America, 86.42 per cent of those 
to South America, 70.82 per cent of those to Asia, 
86.66 per cent of those to Oceania, and 49.24 per cent 
of those to Africa. 


GROWERS TO PACK RAISINS. 

It is reported from Hanford, Cal., that Fred South- 
erland, of Armona, one of the twenty fruit growers 
who have combined in the purchase of the Downing 
packing house, states that the plan has not been per- 
fectly formed as yet, but that the “company,” if such 
it could be called, intends to pack raisins belonging 
to the members thereof and that the goods would be 
pooled and disposed of just the same as other growers’ 
crops. Besides packing its own raisins the company 
will pack the crop of other persons, on commission, 
if they so desire. 


NEW PRUNE CONTRACT PROPOSED. 
“The dried fruit trade is agitating the question of a 
radical revision of the Oregon and Washington prune 


contract,” says the New York Journal of Commerce, 
“to relieve trading of some of its inconsistency and 
subterfuge. Acording to the last agreement framed 
and signed by the packers, no one was to alter the 
terms of the contract as printed, which provided for 
114 per cent in 10 days, or net cash on arrival. Yet, 
it is an open secret that this has been frequently vio- 
lated in transactions, by the shipper allowing the bro- 
ker one per cent on arrival of the goods, nominally as a 
part of his commission, but actually to compensate 
him for a similar discount he was known to be making 
the trade, presumably out of his own commission. 
This concession has become so general that leaders 
in the trade believe it should have a legitimate stand- 
ing and are talking of opening negotiations looking 
toward the draft of a new contract, including it. 

“In case a new contract is drawn it is pretty likely 
that provision will also be made for easing the liability 
of the shipper as to the sizes of prunes delivered and

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also. of some of the rejections he now complains of. 
It is proposed to have a clause which will provide for 
the acceptance, at a reduced price, of prunes smaller 
in size than those ordered. As things are now, the 
shipper is entirely at the mercy of nature. He may 
agree to deliver 30-40s, and the crop may be such when 
harvested as to make this impossible, whereupon he 
would be forced to deliver 40-50s as the best avail- 
able. This would, of course, entail a loss on the buyer 
and he would promptly reject or make a claim under 
the arbitration provisions. It is now proposed to es- 
tablish a rule that in such cases, where the delivery is 
the best available, the price shall automatically slide 


downward 5 per cent per grade in favor of the buyer,. 


without the need for arbitration, rejection or claims.” 





TIN DEPOSITS OF ALASKA. 
By ApoLeH KNoprF.* 

Stream tin was discovered in the York region of 
Seward peninsula during the fall of 1900 as a heavy 
and objectionable constituent which accumulated in 
the sluice boxes of the placer gold prospectors. 

Developments in. this region have been sufficient to 
demonstrate, at least, that the granite-limestone con- 
tacts are not favorable placers to hunt for commer- 
cial bodies of cassiterite ore. In view of the wide- 
spread belief in Seward peninsula that contact de- 
posits are likely sources of tin ore, it is worth while 
to review here what is known of cassiterite contact- 
metamorphic deposits in other parts of- the world. 
There has been actual production of tin from two 
only—Pitkaranta in Finland and Schwarzenberg in 
Saxony—and in amounts that are relatively small. 
The ore at these localities contains pyroxene and 
other minerals common in the Alaska contact-meta- 
morphic deposits, but the ore formation is confined 
to certain definite strata that were evidently favorable 
to the precipitation of the cassiterite. 

Quartz porphyry dikes, locally known as lodes, or 
even. as quartz veins, have been prospected to some 
extent, owing to the fact that the original discovery 
of lode tin in Alaska was made on a mineralized or 
altered dike of this character. The value of any such 
dike depends on the number of cassiterite stringers 
which it contains and the closeness with which they 
are spaced. Of itself a quartz prophyry dike has no 
value. The unwelcome fact should be speedily real- 
ized that few of these dikes hold out any induce- 
ments whatever as prospective tin producers. 

Most of the developments throughout the region 
are still in the prospecting stage, and many of the 
open cuts have not uncovered solid bedrock. No 
tonnage of tinbearing bedrock, except at one place 
on Lost river, has yet been blocked out. Small holes 
in the ground, which give no clue to either dip, strike, 
or persistence of the ore rock, are held at enormous 
figures. The great need of the country is less des-

ultory prospecting. The slate area deserves mofe 
careful examination, as it is possible that valuable 
quartz veins may exist within its confines. The dis- 
tribution of stream tin in Anikovik river and its triby- 
taries proves that the stanniferous mineralization js 
not limited to the region at the head of Buck creek, 
but is more widely spread throughout the slate belt. 

It is probable that a great granite mass, of which 
the stocks at Brooks ‘mountain, Tin creek and Cape 
mountain are protruding bosses, underlies the entire 
York region. 

As. the region becomes better known and more 
thoroughly prospected, additional discoveries will 
probably be made from time to time. 





SUGGESTS CURE FOR EVIL IN COVE OYSTER CAN- 
NING INDUSTRY. 


Packers of cove oysters are bemoaning a complete 
demoralization of the cove oyster market, and are 
frank enough to admit that the packers themselves 
are to blame. 

The custom used to be to fill up the can with oy- 
sters. Now it is the custom to put a small oyster or 
two in the can, and fill it up with water. This change 
in the industry has grown up gradually. One packer, 
seeking to get a little advantage in competition with 
other packers, put in not quite so many oysters and 
a little more water. Then he reduced the price, and 
apparently was giving his customers just as big a 
can of oysters as the other fellow for a less price. 
Of course, competing houses understood the game in- 
stantly, and met it by adding more water “to their 
oysters. The percentage of water grew from 10 to 
25, and 33, and 50 and now some brands are -75 to 
80 per cent water, and the remainder a very poor 
quality of oysters. 

A supposedly high-grade brand of cove oysters was 
purchased the other day on the local market. It was 
a small can, and weighed with contents 1234 ounces. 
On being opened it was found to contain 2% ounces 
of oysters and 8 ounces of water. There were just 
13 small oysters in the can. 

A cheaper brand of cove oysters contained only 4 
entire oysters and a few scraps in a can of 12%4-ounce 
size. The oyster meat weighed a little over an ounce. 

The cove oyster market is in such shape that re- 
tailers do not know what they are getting, and con- 
sumers are fast discovering that cove oysters are a 
mighty scarce article in the supposedly well-filled can. 
* * *It seems as though the cove oyster packers 
ought to have backbone enough to put a good stand- 
ard article on the market at a standard price, and quit 
trying to compete with dishonest packers who try to 
fool the public with watered stock. 

In such a case the intervention of the government 
with a law regulating the addition of water to oysters 
is a blessing not only to the consumers but to the 
packers who are unable to control their own business.
